agencies and pension systems; mandating work groups on pension benefits for 911 telecommunicators and 

allocating firefighter supplemental state aid; increasing the benefit for a former Department of Labor and Industry 

employee who retired in reliance on erroneous benefit estimates; authorizing the transfer of service credit from the 

MSRS General Plan to the Correctional Plan for a Department of Human Services employee; making technical
